Pretoria, South Africa, July 9.—(Via 
London.)—General Botha, commander 
of the Union of South Africa, has ac- 
cepted the surrender of all German 
military forces in German Southwest 
Africa. 

The Germans surrendered uncon- 
ditionally following the issuance of 
General Botha’s ultimatum, which ex- 
at 9 o'clock Thursday evening. 

With the exception of the necessary 
army of occupation the citizen army 
will be brought home as quickly as 
possible. 

After ‘suppressing 
against British authority in the Union 
ot South Africa General Botha took 
command of British operations against 
German Southwest Africa and headed 
invasion of that territory late in 
February. He captured Olymbingue 
May 4, the important railway junction 
Karibib May 6 and Wind Hoek, 
the German territory, May

BRITISH GAINING 
NORTH OF YPRES. 


London, July 
gains north ot Ypres, where the Brit- 
ish on July 6 captured two hundred 
yards of German trenches, are report- 
ed in a communication tonight 
Field Marshal Sir John French, com- 
mander-in-chief of the British expe- 
ditionary force in the western theater. 
General I’rench' states that after 
bombing duel lasting two days and 
two nights the Germans fell back, 
abling the British to extend 
gains. All reports, says the field mar- 
shal, indicate that the German losses 
were severe, 

The statement reads: 

“Since the successful 
north of Ypres, reported in the com- 
munication of July 6, the enemy has 
made repeated attempts to retake his 
lost trenches. All his counter attacks 
have been stopped by the successful 
co-operation of our own and the 
French artillery. 

“This morning, after a bombing duel, 
which lasted two davs and two nights, 
he enemy fell back along the canal, 
enabling us to extend our gains. In 
addition to the prisoners already 
ported, we captured a machine 
and three trench mortars. All ref 
indicate that the enemy’s losses, 
ticularly in his attempted counter at- 
tacks, have been severe.” 


GAINS HELD 
BY FRENCH. 


Paris, July 9.—A 
statement tonignt said: 

“The day has been comparatively 
quiet on the whole of the front. There 
Was no infantry action. The enemy 
continued to bombard Arras with shells 
of a heavy caliber. There were some 
rather violent artillery actions be- 
tween the Oise and the Aisne 
in the Champagne region, between the 
Meuse and Moselle rivers and in the 
forest of Apremont. 

“In the Vosges our troops have or- 
Zganized the positions taken by us at 
Fontenelle. Our artillery fire, by its 
svstematic sweep, has made ~mposst- 
ble every return of the enemy. At the 
Same time our counter batteries put an 
effective stop to the German bombard- 
ment.” 

The communication tssued in the aft- 
ernoon follows: 

“There was reported last night only 
one artillery engagement in the vicin- 
itv of Souchez, but it was quite spirited.

UP TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


Prompt and adequate action on the part 
of the legislature is now the only thing 
which will meet and satisfy present condi- 
tions at the state reformatory and the state 
prison farm, near Milledgeville, where ty- 
phoid fever has been rampant and where 
the water supply of the city has been threat- 
ened with serious contamination as the re- 
sult of the absence of modern sanitary ar- 
rangements for the use of these institutions. 


In a communication which The Constitu: 
tion prints today, the state prison commis- 
sion calls attention to the fact that it has 
upon several occasions directed legislative 
attention to the conditions which exist at 
these institutions, and urged that provision 
be made for the remedy of them. 

With the 
evidently it has been, by 


matter brought before it, as 
the commission, 
legislative neglect of the past must bear, 
in part at least, the burden of responsibility, 
and yet if the prison commission had pre- 
sented the facts as clearly and thoroughly 
as the legislative committee and board of 
health have done; had pictured the shameful 
conditions as vividly and vigorously as they 
now have been pictured; had been more 
specific and more emphatic in asking for 
additional appropriations, the legislature’s 
failure to provide the necessary funds would 
have been utterly inexcusable. 

It is apparent from the prison commis- 
sion’s statement that it has asked for addi- 
tional appropriations to meet the emergent 
conditions at these institutions. The pity 
of it is that the commission did not go 
farther and upon the state law- 
makers the imperative need of immediate 
action, by exposing the shameful situation 
in such a way that legislative inaction would 
fall little short of being criminal. 

This the legislative committee and the 
board of health have done, without depart- 
ing from or exaggerating the facts, and it 
is going to bring results.

Never in the history of the country has 
there been a constructive road-building 
proposition that has grown with the rapidity 


~~ and the determination to make it a quick

The Svcamore mill is said 
to have 1,000 bushels ahead and at Cor 
dele it is reported that the Powell miils 
had last week 8,000 bushels ahead of 
them and had wired for machinery to 
double their capacity. This is good 
news, not only for the millmen, but for 
all of south Georgia. We are learning 
to feed ourselves; to quit paving toll 
to the west, and to raise our bread at 
home. The crowded condition of the 
mifis is only temporary, however. I 
every farmer will wait he can get his 
wheat ground before long.
